WIRELESS TELEPHONY. 


Featnrev of the Collins System Ex- 


plained by Waldon Fnivcett. 


The very acme of achievement in the 


transmission of messages would seem 
to have been reached in the -wireless 
telephone system which -123 recently 
been developed by Professor A. Fred- 
erick Collins, an electrical engineer re- 
siding in Philadelphia, writes Waidon 
Fawcetr in Harpers Magazine for 
February. Spoken words are transmit- 
ted great distances through the ground 
without the use of a connecting wire 
and in accordance with a pian totally 
different from that of the Marconi sys- 
tem of wireless telegraphy. 


The Collins sr«tenj simDly takes ad- 


vantage of the fact that there are nat- 
ural electrical cur*«:c.£s in evidence 
slightly below the surface of the earth 
at any point that may be selected, and 
by this invention currents of tills char- 
acter are utilized to cause a Sow of 
electricity between two instruments 
stationed above the surface of the 
earth. The only underground mecha- 
nism employed consists of smali zinc 
wire screens which are burieti in shal- 
low holes, one at the sending station 
and the other at the receiving station. 
Above these are tripotls supporting 
transmitting and receiving app.-ir.itus 
such as is erapioyed in ordinary tele- 
phony, a wire affording connection in 
each case with the buried screen. 
When the electricity from a storage 
battery is turned on. sounds of u!i 
binds may be sent thrc-ngb the trans- 
mitter and beard in taany instances 
even more distinctly than wore a regu- 
lar overhead telephone employed. 


The Collins invention in its simplest 


form is adapted to sc-Qdins a taesRjtre 
but one way—that is. it is not po«?:fc:e 
to utilize a receiver as a transmitter 
and reply to a message received, but 
the transmitter and receiver are each 
equipped with an annex for perform- 
ing the opi-osite function, so that to all 
intents act! purposes t'.iis aetr te;e- 
piione is not different from the Instru- 
ments already :a use.

New York. Feb. 11.—William M. K- 


Governor Taffs Testimony. 


"Washington, Feb. 11. — Before the 


Philippine commission Governor Taft 
testified that the salaries of the Phil- 
ippine commissioners were $15.000 
each per year, and the chairman s 
$17.500. The commissioners and their 
families were transported free to the 
islands- As to Chinese immigration. 
Mr. Taft contended there might be 
some reason for taking the Chinese 
laborers to undeveloped provinces lise 
Mindanao, but in such provinces as 
Luzon. Panay and Negros he was 
hopeful teat the native people could 
be brought into a condition of greater 
efficiency. He thought that the effect 
of the admission of the Chinese would 
be to monopolize all the avenues of 
trade. The commission, he said, never 
recommended the admission of Chi- 
nese. There is much fear aroused 
among the natives over the prospect 
of the exploitation of the islands by 
tie American people. Mr. Tart depre- 
cated utterances in the United States 
derogatory to the Philippine people, 
as the Filipinos are a sensitive race. 
The governor stated the withdrawal 
o? troops in the pacified provinces had 
increased tranquillity. 


Oleo Amendment. 


Washington. Feb. 11.—General de- 


bate on the oleomargarine bill has 
closed. The friends of the bill have 
decided to offer an amendment to 
make the 10 cent tax apply to oleo- 
margarine in imitation of butter, "of 
any shade of yellow."
